The first edition of The Peak was 
published in 1945. It was a 56-page book 
featuring individual pictures of seniors and 
juniors (but only group pictures of 9th and 
10th graders), 7 clubs, and 4 sports teams.

significance. Central to it is The Peak, representing power, strength, and 
beauty which rise above the commonplace. Four stars represent a 
student’s four years at T.H.S., as well as the four elements of student life: 
scholarship, athletics, citizenship, and activities. A candle standing for the 
light of wisdom stands upon a book which signifies learning and 
knowledge. Surrounding the seal is a laurel wreath, an ancient symbol of 
honor. Within the seal is the motto, ‘’! will lift up mine eyes unto the hills,”” 
taken from Psalm 121, and drawing our attention once again to the beauty 
and inspiration of Tazewell’s mountain surroundings. 

The school seal, like the Alma Mater, is unique to Tazewell High School, 

was created by a T.H.S. student, and has been maintained and honored 

through the years. Its symbolism, now traditional, is also appropriate to 

guide T.H.S. and its students into a meaningful tomorrow.

The wearing of a ring that identifies one’s alma mater and graduation year is a 
tradition of long standing. However, alumni from previous generations recall that 
the ring was a symbol of graduation, and as such was not obtained until the senior 
year. Only in more recent years has it become common for sophomores to order 
rings which may then be worn for two years prior to graduation as well as 
afterward. Originally, in years past, a class chose a design that symbolized that 
graduating group and was a readily identifiable sign of one’s class, because 
everyone had the same ring. Later, by the 1960's, the ring design was the same for 
all, but different stones could be selected. Other than the individual stone, the ring 
usually bore the school seal on one side panel and the state seal on the other. This 
is in huge contrast to today’s available selection of a wide variety of ring styles and 
personalization. Students may represent almost any school sport or activity on the 
panels of the ring, and no two are alike. This, then, is a tradition that has endured 

but with great change. Today’s class ring might more appropriately be called a 
“school ring,”’ as it no longer represents a class’s identity as a group. All that an 
individual ring might have in common with others is that it names Tazewell High 
School as the wearer's alma mater.

Although we are unable to pinpoint the date that T.H.S. chose its mascot, it is 
apparent that this is the only mascot ever clearly associated with the school, and 
that its use dates at least from the 1940's. In our earliest annual (1945) the mascot 
appears only as the two-word title of the school newspaper, ‘‘The Bull Dog.” By 
the 1950's the bulldog was strongly associated with athletic teams as well, and has 

remained so ever since. There has never been one “official’’ depiction of the 

Tazewell bulldog. Often it appears as a realistic image of a fierce canine with spiked 
collar; but in the early 1990's, began to appear about town in caricature form: a 
green dog with huge red tongue lolling from its hungry mouth. During the 1980's, 
the rally cry, ‘How 'bout them Dogs!” inspired the popular phonetic spelling: 
“DAWGS.” By whatever spelling and in whatever form, the Tazewell Bulldog has 
become the most visible mascot in the area. Adding to bulldog popularity, in 1996 
a costumed mascot began to appear regularly in association with cheerleaders at 
athletic events. Chosen for its reputation as tough and tenacious, the BULLDOG as 
mascot has grown in popularity through the years and continues to appropriately 
represent the true character of T.H.S.!

Possibly no school color is more distinctive in our area than Tazewell’s 
GREEN. Orange, maroon, and blue in shades similar to other county 
schools’ colors may also be seen in the garb of several college and pro 
teams. But fans who are decked out in kelly GREEN are almost always 
Bulldog boosters. GREEN was, from all available evidence, the first and 
only choice for a school color to represent T.H.S. The particular shade 
seems to have evolved from a generic “just green’’ to the currently 
accepted, brighter shade known as ‘“‘kelly green.’ Tazewell’s team 
uniforms, publications, and memorabilia have combined the GREEN with 
shades of gold, khaki, gray, black, and white, but there is no evidence 
that any official color other than GREEN was ever adopted by the school. 
On occasion, T.H.S. groups have given in to a desire to be different, as 
evidenced by the solid red annual of 1965, and in the red outfits sported 
by the GREEN T’s during 1987. Tradition triumphed, however, in 1996-97, 


as the faculty proudly dressed out in their first-ever ‘uniform’: GREEN 
shirts emblazoned with a white bulldog. Go, GREEN! Go, Bulldogs!

As this year’s Peak identifies symbols and traditions of T.H.S., those that first come to mind 
are the visible, the tangible, the colorful. “Service” is not represented by a mascot and 
cannot be painted on a rock or a roadway, but it is a clear and lasting tradition of this high 
school. In the late 1990’s a movement has begun in some localities to require that students 
perform community service as a requirement of graduation. At T.H.S., service doesn’t need 
to be mandated; it is an integral part of almost every organization affiliated with the school. 









Holidays in Tazewell find many clubs collecting funds, food, or gifts for the less fortunate. 
On a regular basis, organizations provide for peer tutoring, collection of recyclable 
products, highway cleanup, and fighting of forest fires. Students have participated in peer 
counseling and in reading to elementary school students on Make-a-Difference Day. 
Service projects new in 1996-97 included a successful Blooodmobile visit, and a walkathon 
to benefit a student needing expensive medical treatment. Numerous other projects could 
be listed. The message is that at Tazewell High, service to the community and to 
individuals has not been relegated to a past era. Students are encouraged to care and to 
serve. Tazewell’s clubs and organizations lead the way in providing service opportunities.

The Tazewell High Fight Song is recognized by Bulldog sports fans as the lively number 
played by the band as our team takes the field. It is one song that every band member 
must learn to perfection. After each score by the home team, Tazewell fans clap in rhythm 
to the Fight Song, adding at the end a triple chant of “Go, Bulldogs!” interspersed 
between drum beats. The Fight Song is also sung by the Green T’s in the hallways of the 
school on game days, just after the presentation of the Alma Mater; and is usually 
accompanied by frenzied clapping that prompts freshmen to ask, “what are the words?’ 
However, no one mistakes the words of the “Rack-em-up, stack-em-up” (PG rated) 
student chant that now traditionally follows this presentation. 

Unlike the Alma Mater, Tazewell’s fight song is not original or unique. The words, as well 
as the music, are borrowed from the fight song of West Virginia University. Together, they 
create one of the most recognizable pep songs in use in this area, having been similarly 
adapted by a number of schools, each substituting the name of their own school or mascot 
in place of the original opening line, “it’s West Virginia.” Tazewell High School adopted 
this fight song during the first year of the T.H.S. Band’s existence. It was introduced by the 
band’s first director, Dr. Larry Zingale, an alumnus of WVU, in the early 1950’s. The Fight 
Song has inspired spirit among Bulldog fans for nearly fifty years!
